T h e hom e physicians, in elim inat­ 
ing the poison from the systems of 
the old men, used heroic measures. 
O ver a barrel of epsom salts was a d ­ 
ministered, and in severe cases, where 
sym ptom s of heart failure were ap­ 
parent as a result of the poison, stim ­ 
ulants were administered by h ypoder­ 
mic injections. 
This is the greatest wholesale poi­ 
soning by ptomaine on record. 
John W . Syfritt, cook at the sol­ 
diers’ home, said: 
“T h e hash is never prepared in cop­ 
per kettles, and the m eat used was 
not fresh meat. 
T h e poisonous sub­ 
stance was in the meat when it came 
from the packing house. 
It 
was 
corned beat', and was cooked right 
from the barrels in which it came. 
“ No meal is prepared a day ahead. 
All breakfasts are prepared on the 
m orning of the day they are served. 
T he mistake and responsibility rests 
with the packing house which 
fur­ 
nished the meat and not with the 
preparing. 
W e use 500 pounds of 
corned beef, fifteen bushels of p o ­ 
tatoes and four bushels of onions in 
making the hash for a single b re a k ­ 
fast.”

street is now hearing the aftermath 
of the smash in prices a week ago and 
interesting stories are told of those 
Aho suffered in the prolonged break 
of the last two months, culminating 
in the slump of March 14. 
Tales are 
told as well of those who made 111011- 
money on the short side of the mar­ 
ket. 
Just at the moment the name of the 
Rock Island party is mentioned as 
being the most powerful bear factor 
in the market. 
Stories are told of 
how one member of this party has 
said he has made $6,000,000 in the fall 
of stocks. 
The importance of the coterie^ of 
capitalists identified with this Rock 
Island property as usual in Wall street 
is greatly exaggerated. 
It is known, 
however, that the interests controlling 
the Rock Island have been bearishly 
inclined on the stock market since 
last fall, and it is likely that the ac­ 
tive speculative wing of the party has 
sold stocks. 
Those familiar with 
their 
opera­ 
tions, however, are aware 
that 
the 
Rock Island group is not the same 
cohesive force that it was immediately 
after the formation of the steel com­ 
bine, when the same party, which was 
then known as the Moore-Leeds-Reid 
coterie, was a powerful factor in the 
stock market. 
Many can recall the 
operations in the stock market at­ 
tributed to J. Hobart Moore, Daniel 
G. Reid, W. B. Leeds, \V. H. Moore 
and their following, comprising the 
officers and directors of the old Na­ 
tional Steel, Tin Plate, Sheet Steel and 
American Can companies. 
It was a powerful party in the stock 
market, but many changes have taken 
place. 
W. H. 
Moore, 
known 
as 
Judge, has passed through the influ­ 
ence of several panics in Wall street, 
and he is now a director iii several in­ 
stitutions which consider its trustees 
“conservative.” 
W. IL Leeds, who is reputed to have 
played with the “limit off,” is at pres­ 
ent an invalid and carefully nursing 
his health in southern Europe. 
The 
presidents and associate directors of 
the several steel companies formerly 
controlled by the party have lost the 
Wall street influence, and many of 
them are officers in the United States 
Steel corporation, with headquarters 
in Pittsburg, Lorain and Youngstown. 
There remain J. IL Moore and Dan­ 
iel R. Reid, the latter of whom is re­ 
garded as the banker of the party. 
Mr. Reid, as a rule, is an 
accurate 
judge of events in the money market, 
and rightly or wrongly, Wall street 
has given Mr. Reid the credit of being 
the chief bear on the market during 
the last few months. 
If the Rock Island party was “on 
top” of the market, as was reported 
currently, when stocks came out in 
perfect avalanches ten days ago, it is 
conceded that its directing hand was 
that of Reid, coupled with the assist­ 
ance of J. H. Moore. Friends of these 
men, however, say that there were 
other agencies at work, and that the 
importance of the operations of these 
men has been greatly exaggerated. 
From the stories told at the uptown 
clubs it appears that the Newport set 
was the heaviest losers in Union Pa­ 
cific. 
Scores of the younger element 
were heavily long on the stock.

dian fire ordeal or else catch the priest­ 
ly performers in a nice trap at consum­ 
mate and age long deception, success­ 
fully worked among a superstitious 
and overcredulous people like the Hin­ 
doos. 
Seats had been arranged for our par­ 
ty out on the spacious lawn, where a 
trench had been dug sixteen feet long, 
six feet wide and four feet deep. 
The 
fire in the trench was lighted before 
noon, but the ordeal itself was not to 
come off until after sunset. The trench 
was filled with kindling wood arid logs 
ami was set afire by the attendants, 
who kept up a blaze as hot as a blast 
furnace all day long, until the trench 
by sunset was filled three feet deep 
with a compact, glowing bed of red- 
hot coals. 
We were escorted to our seats at 
about G:30, and we were not inclined 
to question the reality of that fire from 
the moment we sat down within twelve 
feet of it. 
Whatever else might be 
fraud or hypnotism in this Indian fire 
ordeal, we could not for a moment 
doubt the realism of that scorching 
heat that made our eyes smart and 
grow bloodshot. We, who had come to 
scoff and doubt, were soon realizing 
that the managers of the Benares fire 
ordeal had already gained 75 points out 
of IOO in favor of their honesty and of 
their power over the mighty element 
of fire, that figures so largely in orien­ 
tal philosophy as one of the three or 
four primal elements of the physical 
universe. 
A great commotion and babel of 
voices soon proclaimed the coming of 
the procession of priests, headed by 
the arch priest Brahmapoots, carrying 
a huge Indian sword, followed by the 
two minor priests who were destined 
to walk unharmed through that yard 
thick fiery bed, scintillating in the in­ 
creasing darkness and lighting up the 
dark faces of the hundreds of gaping 
Hindoos standing behind us. 
While 
we Europeans and Americans, alxvays 
hypercritical and given to scientific re­ 
search, were awaiting the coming of 
the moment when our 75 per cent of 
credulity was either to be shattered or 
rounded out to the fullness of a com­ 
pleted and abiding faith in Hindoo 
control and mastery of the devouring 
element of fire, our Hindoo fellow on­ 
lookers. on the other hand, were antici­ 
pating the ordeal with all the simplic­ 
ity of credulous children. Ours was an 
almost terrifying heart tension, and we 
almost wished that we were not occi­ 
dental skeptics, always bent on doubt­ 
ing things of an sxtraordinary nature. 
The priests marched about the trench 
chanting and performing mystic incan­ 
tations, carrying along a glass reliqu­ 
ary, or shrine, in which was seen the 
Image of the god Siva, who, In the 
Hindoo religious system, Is one of the 
trinity and is worshiped as the de­ 
stroyer, Brahma being the creator and 
Vishnu the preserver of the universe. 
We do not know to this day what those 
priests 
said 
as 
they 
perambulated 
about that fiery trench, but we do 
know what soou followed, for, at the 
end of the incantation, the two candi­ 
dates for the ordeal plunged Into the 
redhot coals and walked ankle deep 
the whole length of the trench, back­ 
ward and forward, time and time 
again. 
They played with that scintil­ 
lating, glowing fire as children play 
with the sands of Coronado beach, 
kicking it with their feet and stooping 
down to pick lip handfuls of the glow­ 
ing coals, tossing them in the air, to 
be blown by the rising evening breeze 
all over our heads and our easily in­ 
flammable clothing. 
We were really 
afraid. 
No doubt about those sparks 
and live, falling coals! 
When the two priests had walked up 
and down alone through that fiery 
trench 
unscathed 
and 
unscorched, 
then the whole Hindoo throng seemed 
; to suddenly catch the spirit of their 
priests, and, sure of their conquest over 
the power of fire, they began plunging 
into the trench. 
Old men and young 
children walked through that fiery fur­ 
nace, 
forward and backward, 
and 
when they had tired of this “playing 
with fire” they came out as they had 
entered, not a hair or a garment 
scorched, not even the soles of their 
i feet blistered. 
Ouly males are allowed to go through 
the fire ordeal. 
Never yet has any scientific theory 
explained the power of the Siva wor­ 
shipers over fire. 
We ourselves were 
absolutely convinced that trickery was 
not to be considered as an explanation 
of what we had witnessed.—Los Ange­ 
les Times.
